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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-13 and 16-20, drawn to protein-containing hydrogels and processes of 
producing said hydrogels, classified in class 424, subclass 94.1. 

IL Claims 14 and 15, drawn to a wound dressing for deep and extensive chronic 

wounds, bandages, compresses, plasters, sheets, and films comprising a hydrogel, 
. classified in class 424, subclass 446. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

The hydrogel of Group I and the wound dressing of Group II each comprises an unrelated 
composition capable of separate manufacture, use and effect. The hydrogel of Group I can be 
used as a lubricant and the wound dressing of Group II can be used to stop bleeding in patient. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a 
separate status in the art and require a separate search resuhing in an undue search burden on 
the Examiner, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
